Ash came here in 1909 from Michi- 
gan, where he had been engaged in 
the butcher business, The amount 
of cash he brought along was ex- 
actly $2800, so he is over 857,000 
to the good on the land alone.

A grave statement on the lack of business method 
by some firms which is burting the general Canadian 
reputation in Great Britain is contained in a communica- 
tion from Mr. Henry B. Thomson of the Oanadian Trade 
Commission, now in London in an advisory capacity with 
the London Mission, he says: 

“It has been brought to our motice by several firms 
here that Canadian manufacturers and others are very lax 
in not replying to correspondence and enquiries, and it is 
having the effect of creating an impression that Canada as 
a whole is not looking for business, or making much effort 
to get it, Trifles of this kind create a false idea, as the 
people in the United States are very particular about 
prompt reply to enquiries, and furthermore carry en a 
regular follow-up course of correspondence. Not ouly has 
ita bad effect in creating an impression of slackness, but 
it is also causing some of the importers here to make very 
strong representations to the Government to remove the 
import trade restrictions with other countries that,are not 
within the Empire. At the present moment, Canada ia, as 
as you are well aware, particularly favored in thie regard as 
compared with the United States, but if the representa- 
tions of the iraporters are sufficiently strong and insistent, 
the Government will be forced to allow certain commodi- 
ties to be procured, or apparently so, within the D ominion, 
Even if they have not got the stocks on hand, or do not 
dealin the commodities they are asked about, surely it 
would be a simple matter for them to write a note to the 
English firm enquiring and exnlain the situation.”
